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WICHE  is  a  public  agency  through  which  the  people  of  the 
West  work  together  across  state  lines  to  expand  and  improve 
education  beyond  the  high  school. 


HISTORY 


was  created  to  administer  the  Western  Regional  Educa- 
tion Compact,  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  legisla- 
tures of  all  the  13  western  states; 

was  formally  established  in  1951,  after  ratification  of 
the  compact  by  five  state  legislatures;  program  activity 
began  in   1953. 


ORGANIZATION: 

•  is  composed  of  39  commissioners,  three  from  each 
state,  appointed  by  their  governors;  they  serve  without 
pay; 

•  is  served  by  a  small  professional  staff,  supplemented  by 
consultants,  councils,  and  committees. 


PURPOSES: 

•  seeks  to  increase  educational  opportunities  for  western 
youth; 

•  assists  colleges  and  universities  to  improve  both  their 
academic  programs  and  their  institutional  management; 

•  aids  in  expanding  the  supply  of  specialized  manpower 
in  the  West; 

•  helps  colleges  and  universities  appraise  and  respond  to 
changing  educational  and  social  needs  of  the  region; 

•  informs  the  public  about  the  needs  of  higher  education. 

PROGRAM  AND  PHILOSOPHY: 

•  serves  as  a  fact-finding  agency  and  a  clearinghouse  of 
information  about  higher  education,  and  makes  basic 
studies  of  educational  needs  and  resources  in  the  West; 

•  acts  as  a  catalyst  in  helping  the  member  states  work  out 
programs  of  mutual  advantage,  by  gathering  informa- 
tion, analyzing  problems,  and  suggesting  solutions; 

•  serves  the  states  and  institutions  as  an  administrative 
and  fiscal  agent  for  carrying  out  interstate  arrange- 
ments for  educational  services; 

•  has  no  authority  or  control  over  the  member  states  or 
individual  educational  institutions;  it  works  by  building 
consensus,  based  on  joint  deliberation  and  the  recog- 
nition of  relevant  facts  and  arguments. 

FINANCES: 

•  is  financed,  in  part,  by  appropriations  from  the  mem- 
ber states  of  $15,000  annually;  nine  states  also  con- 
tribute $7,500  each  to  participate  in  a  regional  mental 
health  program; 

•  receives  grants  for  special  projects  from  private  foun- 
dations and  public  agencies;  for  each  dollar  provided 
by  the  states  during  the  past  few  years.  WICHE  has 
received  more  than  four  dollars  from  non-state  sources; 
in  the  past  12  years,  grants  have  exceeded  $7,000,000.

WICHE's  fourteenth  year  of  program  activity  has  been 
marked  by  significant  growth  and  change  —  in  services 
to  institutions  and  to  states,  in  personnel,  and  in  financing. 
This  annual  report  briefly  highlights  current  programs. 
More  information  is  available  in  other  publications  and  will 
be  provided  on  request. 

Here  are  a  few  recent  major  developments. 

Student  Exchange  Program 

As  in  each  past  year,  more  students  were  enrolled  in  this 
program  than  in  the  previous  year.  Because  the  stipends 
from  the  sending  states  to  those  schools  and  colleges  pro- 
viding the  instruction  have  been  increased,  more  dollars 
will  cross  state  lines  in  the  future.  During  1967-68,  this 
project  alone  involves  an  exchange  of  nearly  a  million 
dollars. 


Higher  Education  Administration 

A  promising  development  has  been  WICHE's  sponsorship 
of  two  pilot  projects  aimed  at  assisting  departmental  chair- 
men in  our  colleges  and  universities  to  become  more  ef- 
fective administrators.  This  demonstration  has  resulted  in 
the  award  of  a  substantial  new  foundation  grant  to  support 
similar  efforts  for  the  next  two  years. 

Nursing  Education 

During  the  past  year,  WICHE  has  reviewed  and  evalu- 
ated its  nursing  activities  and  has  undertaken  new  projects. 
Three  sizeable  grants  have  been  received  to  support  region- 
al programs  in  curriculum  development,  evaluation,  and 
the  stimulation  of  research  in  nursing. 

Medical  Education 

The  National  Institutes  of  Health  awarded  to  WICHE 
one  of  the  50  regional  medical  program  grants  —  the  only 
award  in  the  nation  not  involving  a  medical  school.  The 
purpose  of  this  two-year  project  is  to  help  health  and  edu- 
cational leaders  in  four  states  without  medical  schools  to 
plan  for  more  effective  care  of  their  citizens  suffering  from 
heart,  cancer,  stroke,  and  related  diseases.  The  educational 
needs  of  all  the  health  professionals  concerned  are  receiving 
particular  emphasis. 

Mental  Health  and  Related  Programs 

During  1967,  an  important  shift  took  place  in  the  basic 
financial  support  of  WICHE's  regional  mental  health  pro- 
gram. On  the  basis  of  10  years  of  successful  experience, 
nine  states  agreed  to  contribute  $7,500  each  to  participate 
in  this  year  of  transition  from  federal  to  state  support. 
By  vote  of  the  Commission,  it  was  agreed  that  until  the 
next  meeting  of  their  legislatures  all  13  states  will  continue 
to  share  the  benefits  of  the  program.  Following  this,  only 
those  who  contribute  will  be  viewed  as  full  participants  in 
this  regional  effort,  designed  to  help  the  western  states  work 
together  on  major  problems  of  manpower,  education,  and 
research  in  this  most  critical  field. 

Also,  during  the  past  year  a  new  grant  has  been  received 
to  enable  WICHE,  in  conjunction  with  faculty  members 
and  those  in  the  field  of  practice,  to  develop  continuing 
education  programs  for  mental  health  professionals  of  all 
types.  In  addition,  with  the  assistance  of  the  deans  of 
graduate  schools  of  social  work,  WICHE  has  submitted  a 
proposal  to  help  these  schools  work  together  to  improve 
their  programs. 

Other  programs  in  mental  health,  mental  retardation, 
research  and  data  collection,  corrections,  special  education, 
rehabilitation,  and  the  helping  services  have  moved  ahead 
rapidly.  The  results  are  observable  in  new  developments 
both  in  our  colleges  and  universities  and  in  our  mental, 
correctional,  and  other  institutions  and  agencies.  The  aca- 
demic world  and  the  field  of  practice,  with  WICHE's  as- 
sistance, are  working  together  in  new  and  promising  ways. 
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Gov.  Love  addresses  Legislative  Work  Conference 


Legislative   Work  Conference  on  Higher 
Education 

This  conference,  held  in  Denver  in  early  December,  was 
a  highlight  of  the  year.  There  were  more  than  175  partici- 
pants of  which  approximately  half  were  legislators  and 
state  officials. 

In  the  words  of  WICHE  Chairman  Gordon  Sandison, 
State  Senator  from  Washington,  "We  believe  that  the 
channels  of  communication  between  the  states  of  the  West 
must  be  broadened  and  deepened,  and  this  can  come  about 
only  if  we  get  to  know  one  another  and  engage  in  frank 
discussion."  Not  only  was  there  frank  discussion,  but  per- 
haps even  a  few  new  channels  were  cut. 

In  his  keynote  speech  to  the  conference,  Governor  John 
A.  Love  of  Colorado  suggested  ".  .  .  that  we  consider  an 
extension  of  the  compact  between  our  western  states  in  edu- 
cation to  include  the  training  of  specialists  in  government 
and  government  research.  We  might  even  consider  it  as  a 
University  of  the  West  that  would  use  the  physical  plant  and 
faculties  of  our  present  institutions.  From  each  of  these 
would  be  made  available  areas  of  specialization  for  the 
student.  They  would  be  trained  in  law,  national  resources, 
finance,  social  problems,  economics,  government,  and  many 
other  closely  associated  areas  with  emphasis  on  the  unique 
problems  of  the  West.  From  this  pool  of  knowledge  we 
could  draw  the  help  we  need  in  government  to  make  deci- 
sions and  initiate  programs."  Governor  Love  has  posed 
a  major  challenge  to  the  West's  institutions  of  higher 
education. 

Other  speakers  and  analysts  discussed  the  financing  of 
higher  education;  higher  education's  responsibility  for 
public  service,  particularly  as  related  to  the  problems  of 
government  and  society  in  general;  the  public's  current 
concerns  about  higher  education;  and  trends,  issues,  and 
problems  in  the  developing  community  colleges.  A  pub- 
lication containing  the  proceedings  of  this  conference  is  in 
process  and  will  be  available  to  legislators,  educators,  and 
other  interested  individuals  within  the  next  few  weeks. 


The  Future 

The  Commission  and  staff  look  forward  to  assisting  the 
13  western  stales  and  their  colleges  and  universities  in 
working  together  cooperatively  to  meet  the  challenge  of  a 
dynamic,  changing  society.  Much  remains  to  be  done. 
During  1968,  WICHE  will  continue  to  — 

•  seek  new  ways  to  increase  educational  opportunity 
for  western  youth  in  all  fields; 

•  assist  colleges  to  improve  their  academic  programs 
and  their  institutional  management; 

•  aid  in  the  expansion  of  the  supply  of  specialized  man- 
power, including  the  development  of  new  programs 
for  continuing  education; 

•  help   our   institutions   and   agencies   respond   to   the 

changing  economic,  social,  and  educational  needs  of 
the  region ; 

•  keep  state  officials  and  the  general  public  informed 
about  the  needs  of  higher  education  in  the  West. 

WICHE's  fifteenth  year  is  full  of  challenge.  We  ap- 
proach it  with  confidence.

The   Student   Exchange   Program 

Each  year  WICHE's  student  ex- 
change program  continues  to  grow  — 
from  41  students  in  1953  to  553  in 
1967. 

Under  this  program,  residents  of 
states  without  schools  of  medicine,  den- 
tistry, veterinary  medicine,  or  dental 
hygiene  are  able  to  attend  these  pro- 
fessional schools  in  other  states  with 
special  consideration.  They  pay  only 
the  in-state  tuition  fee  in  public  in- 
stitutions, and  they  receive  a  substan- 
tial tuition  rebate  from  private  schools. 
In  return,  the  home  state  pays  the  re- 
ceiving institution  a  "support  fee"  to 
help  pay  for  the  actual  cost  of  the  stu- 
dent's education. 

The  number  of  dollars  invested  by 
the  states  for  support  fees  has  increased 
each  year  —  from  $70,000  in  1953  to 
$994,967  in  1967. 

For  the  academic  year  1967-68, 
there  are  215  students  in  medicine;  142 
in  dentistry;  180  in  veterinary  medi- 
cine; and  16  in  dental  hygiene,  the  new- 
est of  the  programs. 

All  accredited  western  public  and 
private  schools  offering  instruction 
in  these  professions  participate  in 
WICHE's  student  exchange  program,  a 
total  of  28  schools  located  in  9  states. 
Two  western  states,  Arizona  and 
Hawaii,  have  new  medical  schools 
where  the  first  class  of  medical  students 
was  enrolled  for  the  academic  year 
1967-68. 

All  states  without  schools  of  medicine 
and  veterinary  medicine  participate  in 
the  program.  With  one  exception,  all 
states  without  dental  schools  participate. 

Students  in  dental  hygiene,  a  pro- 
gram added  in  1963,  were  supported 
by  five  states.

Special  Programs  in  Higher 
Education 

The  following  objectives  serve  as  a 
basis  for  determining  program  activities 
in  this  area: 

a.  improving  management  and  ad- 
ministrative practices  and  tech- 
niques in  higher  education; 

b.  improving  financial  and  popular 
support  of  higher  education; 

c.  improving  college  and  university 
staff; 

d.  expanding  access  to  higher  educa- 
tion; 

e.  expanding  and  improving  the  sub- 
stance and  the  process  of  learning 
in  higher  education;   and 

f.  seeking  methods  of  translating 
data  of  higher  education  into  a 
"common  language"  so  that  it 
might  more  meaningfully  be  ex- 
changed across  the  state  lines. 

During  1967,  WICHE: 

•  sponsored  in  conjunction  with  the 
Center  of  Research  and  Development 
in  Higher  Education  at  the  University 
of  California  at  Berkeley,  the  Ninth 
Annual  Institute  for  College  and  Uni- 
versity Self-Study  for  college  and  uni- 
versity administrators  and  others,  and 
published  the  papers  under  the  title 
The  Individual  and  the  System:  Per- 
sonalizing Higher  Education. 

•  developed  plans  for  the  1968 
institute. 

•  visited  community  college  cam- 
puses throughout  the  West  in  order  to 
determine  WICHE's  role  in  the  bur- 
geoning community  college  movement. 

•  published  and  distributed  copies 
of  Western  Regional  Collegiate  Pro- 
grams, an  annotated  listing  of  uncom- 
mon academic  programs  offered  by  west- 
ern institutions. 


•  held  two  institutes  for  training 
department  chairmen  new  to  the  admin- 
istrative demands  of  their  role  and  re- 
ceived from  the  Danforth  Foundation 
the  funding  necessary  to  expand  and 
improve  the  program  over  a  two-year 
period. 

•  published  a  summary  of  State 
Legislation  Affecting  Higher  Education 
in  the  West. 

•  published  two  Regional  Data 
Highlights,  one  concerned  with  degrees 
awarded  in  the  West,  and  the  other 
with  the  community  college  movement 
in  the  West,  both  designed  to  inform 
western  decision-makers  of  progress  in 
all  states  of  the  region. 

•  conducted  two  work  conferences 
to  establish  the  objectives  for  a  higher 
education  data  network  which  would 
facilitate  the  regular  exchange  of  cost 
and  budgetary  information  among  in- 
stitutions and  higher  education  agencies 
in  the  West. 

•  began  working  with  several  state 
librarians  toward  an  interstate  program 
of  continuing  professional  education 
for  librarians. 

Nursing  Education 

During  1967,  eight  more  institutions 
joined  the  Western  Council  on  Higher 
Education  for  Nursing  (WCHEN), 
bringing  the  total  number  of  participat- 
ing colleges  and  universities  to  90. 
Nurse  educators,  representing  these  in- 
stitutions, are  working  together  to  im- 
prove the  quality  of  nursing  education 
and  patient  care  in  the  West.  Meetings 
of  these  representatives  were  held  in 
Seattle,  Washington,  in  March,  and  in 
Laramie,   Wyoming,   in  October. 

In  addition,  WCHEN: 
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Chairman  Robert  Albertson  of  U.  of  Puget 
Sound  and  John  T.  Braun  of  Lewis  and 
Clark    discuss    a    mutual    problem. 


•  published  the  findings  on  three 
research  projects:  (1)  defining  the 
nursing  content  in  four  areas  in  gradu- 
ate programs,  (2)  investigating  the 
content  of  undergraduate  four-year 
nursing  programs,  and  (3)  investigat- 
ing the  effectiveness  of  a  leadership 
training  program  for  nurses  in  teach- 
ing, administrative,  and  supervisory 
positions.  These  projects  were  supported 
by  grants  from  the  Division  of  Nursing 
of  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service.  Cop- 
ies of  the  resulting  reports,  which 
are  listed  on  page  17  of  this  publication, 
have  been  distributed  widely.

•  continued  the  second  year  of  the 
1966-68  series  of  six-week  short-term 
courses  in  leadership  training  at  eight 
universities  for  approximately  500 
nurses  in  teaching,  administrative,  and 
supervisory  positions.  Of  these,  470  are 
supported  by  funds  granted  by  the  U.S. 
Public  Health  Service.  The  costs  for 
the  other  enrollees  are  met  either  by  the 
individual  nurse  or  by  the  employing 
institution  or  agency.  Over  the  past 
nine  years,  1,850  nurses  have  partici- 
pated in  this  regional  leadership  train- 
ing program.

•  compiled  and  distributed  a  report, 
Newly  Initiated  and  Completed  Re- 
search   in    WCHEN   Member   Schools. 

•  provided  consultation  to  six  col- 
legiate schools  of  nursing  in  the  West. 

•  continued  the  organizational  ar- 
rangement of  the  seminars  as  work 
groups  within  WCHEN.  Joint  support 
from  WICHE  and  the  W.  K.  Kellogg 
Foundation  was  available  through  June 
30.  Support  for  these  activities  in  the 
latter  half  of  the  year  has  come  from 
WICHE.  The  council  has  reaffirmed  its 
belief  that  WCHEN  is  effective  in  im- 
proving nursing  education  in  the  West. 
It  has  committed  itself  to  remain  with- 
in the  framework  of  WICHE  for  the 
foreseeable  future. 

During   the  past  year   WCHEN   has 
initiated  three  new  projects: 


•  Improvement  of  Curricula  in 
Schools  of  Nursing  Through  Selection 
and  Application  of  Core  Concepts  of 
Nursing.  This  five-year  project  pro- 
poses to  improve  curricula  of  the  col- 
legiate nursing  program  and  to  clarify 
the  purposes  of  each  type  of  program 
through  the  exchange  of  information 
among  faculty  members  and  the  gener- 
ation of  ideas  for  curricular  innovation. 
Three  faculty  members  from  each 
WCHEN  program  may  attend  a  one- 
week  conference  per  year  for  five  years. 
Conferences  were  held  at  four  sites  dur- 
ing 1967  —  Denver,  Los  Angeles,  Berk- 
eley, and  Seattle.  A  total  of  210  faculty 
from  71  WCHEN  schools  representing 
83   programs   participated. 

•  Development  of  an  Instrument 
for  Nursing  Research.  This  two-year 
project  is  designed  to  develop  a  test 
instrument  to  secure  differential  descrip- 
tions of  nurses  prepared  in  two-year 
and  four-year  collegiate  programs  as  per- 
ceived by  various  individuals  and/or 
groups.  Faculty  members  of  all 
WCHEN  schools  will  participate. 

•  Regional  Nursing  Research  Con- 
ferences. This  project  will  provide  for 
three  annual  conferences  of  three  days 
each  at  different  centers  in  the  region 
to  provide  a  forum  for  the  presentation, 
critique,  and  sharing  of  findings  of 
nursing  research.  Each  university  of- 
fering graduate  education  in  nursing 
will  send  faculty  members  as  partici- 
pants. Selected  nursing  service  research- 
ers will  be  invited  to  participate  also. 
Nurse  researchers  throughout  the  West 
will  be  invited  to  submit  reports  of 
their  work  for  formal  critique  by  their 
peers.  The  first  conference  will  be  held 
in  May,  1968. 


In  1968,  a  proposal  for  a  residency 
program  for  potential  administrators 
of  nursing  programs  will  be  prepared 
and  submitted  for  funding.  Increased 
collaboration  with  the  National  League 
for  Nursing,  and  particularly  with  its 
western  office,  is  planned.  A  joint  meet- 
ing of  nursing  service  directors  and 
WCHEN  representatives  is  scheduled  for 
March  on  the  west  coast.  Publication 
is  planned  of  brochures  on  graduates  of 
baccalaureate  programs  and  associate 
degree  programs  in  nursing.  A  com- 
mittee appointed  to  assess  WCHEN's 
progress  will  project  additional  plans 
for  the  future. 

Medical  Education 

WICHE  was  founded,  in  part,  be- 
cause western  young  people  needed 
more  opportunities  to  study  medicine. 
Responding  to  this  need,  WICHE  has 
operated  a  student  exchange  program, 
pubished  medical  manpower  projec- 
tions, held  regional  meetings  to  pro- 
mote medical  school  planning,  and  con- 
ducted state  and  regional  medical  school 
feasibility  studies. 

In  the  fall  of  1967  WICHE  spon- 
sored a  Symposium  on  Medical  and 
Allied  Health  Education  in  Sparsely- 
Settled  States.  It  brought  together  a 
group  of  medical  school  deans  and  other 
educators  to  develop  models  for  medi- 
cal education  in  states  with  small,  wide- 
ly-dispersed populations.  A  report  to 
be  published  in  early  1968  will  say 
that,  through  interstate  and  interinstitu- 
tional  cooperation,  small,  high-quality 
medical  schools  may  be  developed  at 
much  less  cost  than  is  required  to  estab- 
lish large,  urban  medical  education 
centers.

1967  was  the  first  full  calendar  year 
of  the  WICHE  Mountain  States  Region- 
al Medical  Program.  Funded  by  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health,  this  is  one 
of  nearly  50  such  programs  covering 
the  entire  United  States.  The  program 
is  educational  in  nature,  designed  to 
speed  the  flow  of  information  about  the 
new  and  better  ways  of  treating  patients, 
so  that  the  best  in  medical  care  is  avail- 
able to  the  largest  possible  number  of 
people.  This  program  functions  in  the 
states  of  Idaho,  Montana,  Nevada,  and 
Wyoming.  It  was  planned  and  is  being 
administered  by  physicians  and  other 
health  personnel  from  those  states. 

During  the  past  year  these  people 
have: 

•  set  up  and  staffed  five  field  offices 
— one  in  each  state  and  a  regional  of- 
fice— totaling  32  people. 

•  activated  and  worked  closely  with 
four  state  advisory  committees  and  a 
regional  advisory  group — totaling  154 
people. 

•  designed,  administered,  and  be- 
gun the  processing  of  data  from  ques- 
tionnaires for  physicians,  dentists,  reg- 
istered nurses,  administrators,  and 
health  technologists  to  find  out  what 
these  people  need  to  improve  their 
practice. 

•  begun  to  prepare  proposals  for 
action  programs  to  meet  the  most  ob- 
vious needs. 

•  submitted  for  consideration  by 
the  National  Institutes  of  Health  a  pro- 
posal for  a  program  to  train  nurses 
and  physicians  to  operate  heart  moni- 
toring units  in  small  hospitals. 

•  begun  to  assemble  profile  data  on 
health-related  factors  in  communities 
throughout  the  area.  These  data  will 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  ques- 
tionnaire information  to  obtain  a  clear- 
er picture  of  the  needs  which  should  be 
met  by   specific   operational  programs.

Mental  Health 

Under  WICHE's  sponsorship,  the 
western  states  have  worked  together 
through  regional  cooperation  since 
1954  to  study  and  attack  the  problems 
of  mental  illness,  mental  retardation, 
and  those  in  related  areas.  The  Western 
Council  on  Mental  Health  Training  and 
Research,  consisting  of  23  distinguished 
experts,  serves  as  an  advisory  group  to 
the  Commission.  Through  a  variety 
of  programs,  WICHE  works  to  increase 
the  quantity  and  improve  the  quality 
of  educational  programs  that  prepare 
people  for  careers  in  mental  health  and 
related  areas  and,  through  additional 
educational  experience,  to  improve  the 
competence  of  those  already  on  the  job. 


During  1967,  the  executive  commit- 
tee of  the  council  met  three  times.  The 
annual  meeting  of  the  council  was  held 
in  Jackson  Hole,  Wyoming.  The  prin- 
cipal topic  of  discussion  considered 
ways  to  improve  knowledge  of  the  man- 
power status  in  mental  health  and  re- 
lated fields. 

This  is  the  year  of  transition  in  the 
funding  of  the  mental  health  programs. 
At  this  writing,  nine  states  have  elected 
to  make  an  annual  contribution  of 
$7,500  for  this  purpose.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  practically  all  states  in  the 
region  will  provide  these  funds  in 
1968-69. 


Summer    Work-Study   Program 

This  ten-week  program  is  designed  to 
provide  a  career  testing  opportunity  for 
college  students  in  mental  health  and 
related  professions.  Approximately  375 
students  spent  last  summer  in  this  chal- 
lenging program  working  with  the  de- 
linquent, mentally  ill,  and  retarded. 
Current  plans  are  to  expand  the  oppor- 
tunities for  students  who  continue  to 
apply  in  increasing  numbers. 

In  1967,  WICHE: 

•  sponsored  11  programs  at  11  uni- 
versities with  approximately  100  help- 
ing service  agencies  participating. 
Participating  students  represented  each 
of  the  western  states. 


•  completed  a  survey  of  colleges 
and  universities  regarding  interest  in 
developing  a  summer  work-study  pro- 
gram. 

•  obtained  funding  from  Rehabili- 
tation Services  Administration  to  con- 
tinue support  of  an  annual  meeting  of 
program  directors  to  exchange  informa- 
tion, consider  the  direction  of  summer 
work-study,  and  further  stimulate  the 
development   of   new  programs. 

•  prepared  and  distributed  a  bro- 
chure presenting  the  summer  work- 
study  program  as  it  relates  to  students, 
agencies  and  institutions,  and  to  col- 
leges and  universities. 

Psychiatric   Education   of 
Physicians 

This  program  provides  study  oppor- 
tunities for  doctors  practicing  primar- 
ily, but  not  exclusively,  in  areas  remote 
from  teaching  centers  so  that  they  can 
improve  their  ability  to  understand  the 
emotional  needs  of  their  patients.  It  also 
stimulates  the  development  of  other 
training  programs  and  assists  in  pro- 
viding evaluation  of  them.  Another 
aim  is  to  increase  the  number  of  psy- 
chiatrist-teachers to  serve  the  general 
practitioners  of  the  West. 

In  1967,  under  grants  from  the  Na- 
tional Institutes  of  Health,  WICHE: 

•  maintained  liaison  with  the  de- 
partments of  psychiatry  in  each  of  the 
medical  schools  in  the  West  in  relation 
to  their  interest  in  postgraduate  educa- 
tion of  physicians. 

•  developed  continuation  courses  in 
psychiatry  with  special  attention  to  the 
needs  of  doctors  practicing  in  remote 
and  sparcely  settled  areas.  WICHE 
sponsored  nine  of  the  demonstration 
courses.  Since  1960,  slightly  less  than 
800  western  physicians  have  participat- 
ed in  this  program. 


•  sponsored  one  large  training  in- 
stitute for  psychiatrist-teachers  for  these 
courses,  with  over  60  participants.  This 
institute  was  designed  to  increase  the 
competence  of  physicians  to  deal  with: 
I  a )  the  emotional  problems  of  their  pa- 
tients, but  particularly  of  children  and 
the  aged,  ( b )  the  management  of  com- 
munity mental  health  programs,  and 
(c)   the  prevention  of  mental  illness. 

•  published  and  distributed  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  seventh  annual  training 
session. 

•  continued  its  evaluation  project 
of  teacher-training  programs.

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Continuation  Education  in 
Mental  Health 

With  funds  from  the  National  Insti- 
tue  of  Mental  Health,  WICHE  brings 
new  clinical  developments  to  the  atten- 
tion of  those  in  charge  of  training  pro- 
grams and  new  theoretical  formulations 
and  research  findings  to  the  attention 
of  practitioners. 

In  1967,  WICHE: 

•  held  the  Third  Institute  for  Ad- 
ministrative Studies  for  superintendents 
of  mental  hospitals  and  institutions  for 
the  mentally  retarded.  This  institute,  as 
the  earlier  ones  in  this  series,  dealt  with 
administrative  theory  and  practice,  with 
particular  reference  to  the  administra- 
tive role  of  the  mental  health  profes- 
sional. 

•  held  a  week-long  visitation  pro- 
gram on  comprehensive  rural  mental 
health  services  in  New  Mexico,  bring- 
ing together  mental  health  professionals 
with  responsibilities  for  the  develop- 
ment of  rural  mental  health  services  to 
visit  and  assess  a  variety  of  ongoing 
rural  mental  health  programs  in  New 
Mexico. 

•  sponsored  a  week-long  visitation 
program  on  psychiatric  emergency 
services  in  Los  Angeles  to  acquaint 
mental  health  professionals  with  five 
different  psychiatric  emergency  service 
programs. 

•  sponsored  a  regional  conference 
in  Salt  Lake  City  on  preventive  services 
in  mental  health  programs,  bringing  to 
the  attention  of  a  large  number  of  men- 
tal health  professionals  and  their  col- 
leagues in  related  fields  in  health  and 
welfare  current  concepts  and  issues  in 
the  development  of  improved  prevention 
programs. 

•  prepared  and  submitted  a  pro- 
posal for  a  three-year  renewal  of  the 
continuation  education  program,  effec- 
tive January  1,  1968.

Western  Conference  on  the  Uses 
of  Mental  Health  Data 

WICHE,  with  funds  from  the  Na- 
tional Institute  of  Mental  Health,  is  en- 
couraging the  development  of  a  region- 
al organization  of  mental  health  pro- 
gram administrators,  statisticians,  clin- 
icians, and  others  interested  in  the  collec- 
tion and  use  of  mental  health  data.  The 
goals  are  to  develop  professional  skills 
and  promote  educational  opportunities 
in  the  area  of  analysis  and  evaluation 
of  mental  health  programs. 

•  One  person  was  selected  by  each 
state  as  a  representative  to  the  Board 
of  the  Western  Conference  on  the  Uses 
of  Mental  Health  Data.

•  A  training  institute,  Records  in 
an  Age  of  Changing  Institutional  Func- 
tion, was  held  in  Salt  Lake  City  in 
March.  A  total  of  51  participants  at- 
tended from  the  WICHE  states. 

•  A  workshop,  Establishing  a  Data 
Base  for  a  Statewide  Mental  Health 
Program,  was  held  in  Denver  in  April. 
The  states  of  Colorado,  Montana,  New 
Mexico,  Utah,  and  Wyoming  sent  128 
participants  to  the  two  and  one-half 
day  meeting. 

•  The  second  annual  meeting  was 
held  in  Sun  Valley  in  June  with  the 
theme,  "Approaches  to  Decision-Making 
in  Mental  Health  Programs."  The  51 
participants  came  from  all  the  WICHE 
states  plus  representatives  from  NIMH 
and  the  Southern  Regional  Education 
Board. 


•  A  workshop,  Data  Bases  for  Pro- 
gram Planning,  was  presented  in  Phoe- 
nix in  November  with  60  participants 
from  Alaska,  Arizona,  California,  Col- 
orado, Hawaii,  and  Nevada.  The  fac- 
ulty was  drawn  from  within  the 
WICHE  states  as  well  as  from  New 
York  and  Maryland. 

•  A  special  workshop  was  presented 
in  Hawaii  in  November  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  their  people  traveling  to 
the  mainland.  The  workshop,  Evalua- 
tion of  Mental  Health  Programs,  was 
attended  by  75  persons. 

•  In  addition  to  the  workshops, 
there  have  been  several  meetings  of  the 
board,  the  manpower  and  training  com- 
mittee, and  the  collaborative  programs 
committee.  The  latter  has  made  several 
surveys  of  the  WICHE  states  assessing 
the  states'  needs  for  various  kinds  of 
data  and  the  availability  of  data  pro- 
cessing resources. 


•  Plans  are  being  developed  to  pro- 
vide consultation  services  to  agencies 
or  states  beginning  the  development  of 
data  collection  programs  and  to  develop 
interstate  research  and  data  collection 
programs. 

Mental  Retardation  Research 

During  the  past  four  years,  WICHE 
has  sponsored  a  regional  joint  data  col- 
lection project  for  institutions  for  the 
mentally  retarded  to  encourage  the  de- 
velopment of  research. 

In  1967,  under  contract  to  the  Na- 
tional Institute  of  Child  Health  and 
Human   Development,  WICHE: 

•  collected  data  on  24,000  patients 
in  10  institutions  for  the  mentally  re- 
tarded in  the  West. 
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•  provided  special  purpose  process- 
ing of  these  data  on  request  from  in- 
stitutions. 

•  provided  consultation  on  data 
utilization,  data  processing,  research 
design,  and  proposal  preparation  on  re- 
quest from  institutions. 

•  held  a  meeting  for  superinten- 
dents of  the  institutions  for  the  mental- 
ly retarded  and  state  planners  to  dis- 
cuss the  administrative  and  research 
uses  of  the  collected  data. 

•  conducted  a  symposium  at  the 
national  meeting  of  the  American  As- 
sociation of  Mental  Deficiency  in  May, 
1967,  in  Denver,  Colorado. 

Helping  Services 

Agencies  and  institutions  of  rehabili- 
tation, corrections,  welfare,  and  mental 
health  continue  to  be  in  dire  need  of 
qualified  staff  members.  WICHE  is 
continuing  its  attempts  to  resolve  these 
manpower  shortages  by  stimulating  the 
development  of  increased  educational 
opportunities  at  the  undergraduate 
level. 

In  1967,  WICHE: 

•  sponsored  a  subregional  institute 
for  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  and  Wyom- 
ing at  Pueblo,  Colorado,  to  develop 
a  joint  effort  of  practice  and  higher 
education  for  the  education  and  utiliza- 
tion of  trained  manpower  in  the  help- 
ing services. 

•  sponsored  a  second  subregional 
institute  for  Arizona,  southern  Califor- 
nia, and  Nevada  at  Las  Vegas,  Nevada, 
for  the  same  purpose. 

•  sponsored  a  third  subregional  in- 
stitute for  northern  California,  Wash- 
ington, and  Hawaii  at  San  Francisco, 
California. 


•  sponsored  a  regional  institute  in 
Denver,  Colorado,  to  present,  discuss, 
and  develop  methods  to  utilize  mater- 
ials gained  from  the  three  subregional 
institutes. 

•  prepared  and  distributed  a  survey 
of  courses  in  the  helping  services  of- 
fered in  260  colleges  and  universities 
in  the  West. 

•  prepared  and  distributed  an  an- 
notated bibliography  of  literature  re- 
lated to  manpower  surveys,  undergrad- 
uate education,  and  manpower  utiliza- 
tion. 


•  published  a  brochure  describing 
WICHE  efforts  in  the  helping  services. 

This  program  is  supported  by  a 
grant  from  the  Rehabilitation  Services 
Administration. 

During  1968,  accent  will  be  given 
to  establishing  needed  -resources  of  new 
educational  programs  in  the  helping 
services  and  to  making  the  needed  re- 
sources available.  WICHE  will  con- 
tinue to  promote  developments  in  the 
differential  use  of  manpower  and  rec- 
ognition of  the  knowledge  and  skill 
of  the  baccalaureate  helping  service 
persons  by  personnel  boards. 

Corrections 

There  exists  in  the  West  a  general 
lack  of  opportunity  for  preservice  edu- 
cation for  correctional  workers.  This, 
coupled  with  a  critical  shortage  of  aca- 
demically based  employee  development 
programs  in  the  agencies  and  institu- 
tions of  corrections,  has  serious  impli- 
cations for  supplying  and  developing 
competent  staff  in  the  field.  Without 
properly  prepared  staff,  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  offender  remains  an  unful- 
filled hope. 

To  alleviate  this  situation,  efforts 
are  being  made  to  stimulate  the  develop- 
ment of  relationships  between  higher 
education  and  the  field  of  practice 
which  will  result  in  the  development 
of  course  offerings  in  the  colleges  and 
universities  of  the  West  and  a  wide- 
spread    development     of    academically

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based  employee  programs. 

The  following  methods  are  being 
used: 

•  academically  based  seminars  for 
currently  employed  correctional  work- 
ers. These  bring  the  employee  in  the 
field  back  to  the  campus  for  study  and 
help  to  keep  him  abreast  of  current 
knowledge  and  skills.  Eleven  series  of 
seminars  in  eight  states  were  developed 
in  1967.  Topic  areas  ranged  from 
"Basic  Issues  in  Correctional  Practice" 
to  "Justice  in  Transition."  The  seminar 
settings  were  in  Arizona,  Colorado, 
Montana,  Nevada,  New  Mexico,  Ore- 
gon,  Utah,   and  Washington. 

•  summer  placements  of  faculty 
members  in  correctional  settings.  These 
academic  experts  become  involved  in 
the  ongoing  operations  of  correctional 
agencies  and  institutions  and  bring 
itheir  expertise  to  bear  on  a  variety  of 
projects — including  staff  development, 
program  planning,  research,  and  other 
areas.  At  the  same  time,  these  educa- 
tors gain  new  insights  into  corrections 
and  enhanced  understandings  of  the 
field.  New  commitments  to  the  field 
are  developed  with  resultant  increases 
in  course  offerings,  extension  of  the 
classroom  to  the  field,  and  recruitment 
of  students.  Faculty  summer  place- 
ments were  provided  to  Alaska,  Cali- 
fornia, Colorado,  Hawaii,  Idaho,  Mon- 
tana, Utah,  and  Wyoming.  They  served 
in  prisons,  reformatories  and  probation 
and  parole  agencies. 


•  traveling  teams.  Experts  from 
faculties  of  colleges  and  universities  in 
the  West  and  from  the  field  were  used 
in  the  old  circuit  rider  tradition  to  ad- 
dress two  high-priority  concerns  of  the 
field:  (1)  the  planning  and  develop- 
ment of  in-service  training  and  (2)  the 
enhancement  of  the  correctional  image. 
This  particular  brand  of  WICHEcraft 
provided  one-day  workshops  through- 
out the  13  western  states  during  the 
latter  part  of  1967.  Aside  from  the  ex- 
plicit aim  of  assisting  the  field  in  these 
problem  areas,  there  was  seen  the  devel- 
opment of  relationships  between  the 
field  and  education  where  none  had 
existed  and  also  enhancement  of  those 
relationships  which  had  previously  exist- 
ed. A  most  important  result  was  a  man- 
date that  WICHE  continue  its  activities 
in  the  field  of  corrections. 

This  program  has  been  supported  by 
a  grant  from  the  Office  of  Law  Enforce- 
ment Assistance,  U.S.  Department  of 
Justice. 


Special   Education   and 
Rehabilitation   Program 

With  matching  grant  funds  from  the 
United  Cerebral  Palsy  Research  and 
Educational  Foundation  and  the  Re- 
habilitation Services  Administration, 
WICHE  is  engaged  in  a  program  de- 
signed to  stimulate,  coordinate,  and 
improve  collegiate  efforts  which  prepare 
personnel  who  counsel  and  assist  in 
rehabilitation  efforts  as  well  as  those 
who  teach  exceptional  children. 

In  1967,  WICHE: 

•  cosponsored  with  the  Montana 
State  Department  of  Education,  a  fol- 
low-up conference  to  the  national  re- 
search conference,  which  was  held  in 
1966,  entitled  "Special  Education 
Services  in  Sparsely  Populated  Areas." 
This  follow-up  conference  involved  state 
directors  of  special  education  and  other 
professional  education  personnel  from 
the  WICHE  region  and  was  aimed  at 
evaluating  and  implementing  ideas  set 
forth  in  the  original  conference.

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•  sponsored  three  subregional  sem- 
inars involving  counselor  educators,  and 
state  and  private  agency  personnel 
which  were  directed  toward  manpower 
needs  in  rehabilitation  and  new  roles 
for  rehabilitation  counselors.  These 
were  held  in  Denver,  San  Francisco,  and 
Seattle. 

•  sponsored  three  additional  sub- 
regional  conferences  concerning  man- 
power problems  in  the  field  of  special 
education   in   western   states. 

•  maintained  liaison  with  western 
colleges  and  universities  offering  pro- 
fessional preparation  in  the  fields  of 
special  education  and  rehabilitation. 

•  began  the  preparation  of  two  pub- 
lications concerning  manpower  needs 
in  rehabilitation  in  the  West. 

•  completed  plans  for  additional 
institutes  and  seminars  dealing  with  key 
problems  relating  to  professional  prep- 
aration and  the  coordination  of  services 
in  rehabilitation  and  special  education 
which  have  been  identified  through  an 
active  liaison  with  institutions  and 
agencies  in  the  western  states  and 
through  surveys  conducted  by  this  pro- 
gram in  1967-68.
